This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1, figure 4, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a plurality of 
dielectric resonators being electromagnetically coupled to each other and vertically 
adjustable relative to each other; 

Species 11, figure 5, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a plurality of 
dielectric resonators being electromagnetically coupled to each other and horizontally 
adjustable relative to each other; 

Species III, figures 6 and 7, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a 
plurality of dielectric resonators being overlap each other in a vertical plane, and 
vertically adjustable relative to each other; 

Species IV, figures 8A-8C, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a 
plurality of dielectric resonators being electromagnetically coupled to each other, and 
the resonators are rotatable/tiltable; 

Species V, figures 9A-9D, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a 
plurality of dual-mode dielectric resonators being separated by a separating wall, and 
the upper portion of resonators are tilt toward to the wall an coupled through an iris; 

Species VI, figures 10A and 10B, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a 
plurality of dielectric resonators includes non-central longitudinal holes and are rotatable 
about their longitudinal axis; 
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Species VII, figures 11, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having a pair of 
adjacent dielectric resonators for each pole and the space between the pair of adjacent 
resonators are vertically adjustable; and 

Species VIII, figures 12A and 12B, relates to a dielectric resonator circuit having 
a plurality of dielectric resonators are being disposed in a radial pattern in a cylindrical 
housing and, the position of the resonators are adjustable along their longitudinal axes 
from outside of the housing.
